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DICK McNICHOLS: ... a player, official and for the past 30 years 


Chairman of District 2, PIAA 


Dr. Richard F. McNichols, who retires 
soon as superintendent of the Scranton 
Public Schools, is known to most people 
as a talented educator who has handled 
his duties efficiently, completely and 
faithfully. 


What few people know is that he has 
been associated with sports all of his 
life as a player, of- 
ficial and for the past 
30 years chairman of 
District 2, PIAA. 

Dick, as he is 
known to his close as- 
sociates, was a typical 
American boy while 
growing up in West 
Scranton. Like many 
lads his age, he went 
to work at an early 
year. He served in the 
employment of “Your Old Friend Jim 
Reap,” Moore’s Meat Store and Ben 
Sealey’s Store. 


Despite the heavy work schedule, Me- 
Nichols found time for sports. He won 
prominence at an early age as a mara- 
thon runner and went as far as Pittston 
to compete. While the other entries 
were outfitted in regulation outfits of 
their time, young McNichols competed in

his everyday play clothes and was quite 
conspicuous with his old jacket and short 
pants. Yet he loved it and won his share 
ot events. 


Dick was good at both baseball and 
football and on many occasions played 
baseball in the morning and then switch- 
ed to football in the afternoon. Later 
he turned to umpiring baseball games. 
However this didn’t last too long after 
he was “stoned” a couple of times by 
home fans who did not agree with his 
decisions. 


At Mt. St. Mary’s, Emmitsburg, Md., 
where MeNichols earned his degree, he 
was active in both baseball and football. 
While not a standout, he was considered 
a very valuable member of the team. 


Moving into the field of education, 
Dick, while serving as principal of North 
Seranton Junior High School, continued 
his interest in sports. During the mid 
1930’s, he was elected chairman of Dis- 
trict 2 PIAA, an area covering Lacka- 
wanna and Luzerne Counties. The fact 
that he has been reelected every year 
since indicates the excellent job he has 
done. 


As chairman, McNichols was forced 
to make many, many important decisions.

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Not always did he satisfy all concerned, 
but always the majority. On petty 
violations, he usually gave a “common 
sense” decision that won him many 
friends. 


On many occasions he advised com- 
plainers that the PIAA was not a police 
organization. It does not have employ- 
ees going around looking for violations. 
If a legitimate complaint is made by a 
member school and signed by a school 
official, MeNichols orders an investiga- 
tion. Complaints from persons who do 
not have the courtesy to identify them- 
selves are usually ignored. 


Since becoming superintendent of 
Schools, MeNichols has been close to the 
athletic picture, He has attempted on 
many occasions to bring in outstanding 
coaches to the Scranton Schools. He 
regrets that he was unable to interest 
Tom Kelly, present principal at Pittston 
Area, and Elio Ghigiarelli, outstanding 
Old Forge coach, in joining the Scranton 
school system. 


MeNichols headed the Scranton Sports 
Boosters, an organization that flourished 
for many years promoting professional 
and amateur sports in the city and served 
as chairman of one of the finest banquets 
ever held locally with the officials of the 
Boston Red Sox as the guests. 


For 16 years McNichols served as 
chairman of the Municipal Recreation 
Commission under his very close friend, 
the late Mayor James T. Hanlon. He 
spearheaded the drive to increase the 
number of playgrounds and the enlarge- 
ment of those in existence and worked 
with the late Mayor Hanlon in developing 
a large number of wading pools through- 
out the city. 


A pioneer in the move to merge the 
city recreation program with the 
Seranton School District. McNichols 
supervised the movement that had the 
school district provide certified teacher 
personnel and the city provide funds for 
supplies and heavy equipment. 


His love of sports even took him to 
the dogs. His affection switched from 
terriers to bulldogs. While he didn’t 
have any prize winners, he was a fre- 
quent visitor to the big Westminster Dog 
Shows in New York. 


His long association with sports cannot 
alone be responsible for the splendid 
manner he has carried out his duties as 
superintendent of schools, but MeNichols 
would be the first to admit that it helped.

Ruling: In (a), K would accept the 
penalty for illegal procedure by Rl which 
would be enforced from the spot of the 
kick and K would kick again from his 
45. In (b), the right of R to take the 
ball at the spot of first touching was 
cancelled by the foul by R2.

(c), R could decline the penalty for the 
holding by K3 and take the ball at the 
spot of first touching on K’s 48. 


Comment: When any member of the 
kicking team first touches a free-kick or 
scrimmage-kick, the receivers may take 
the ball at the spot of first touching or 
may take the result of the play.

IT’S A RULE

Recent winners of two major events in the athletic and sporting world were determined by 
administrative rulings. Leaders of the competition in each case committed a rule infraction. 
In the Masters Golf Tournament, Al DeVincinzo, the leader, signed his scorecard which contained

an error. 


Shortly thereafter, the Kentucky Derby appeared to be won by Dancer’s Image. It was 


later revealed that Dancer’s Image had been treated with a preparation classified by the racing 
rules 9s a drug. Evidence of the use of the medicaticn disqualified Dancer’s Image. Forward 


Pass was then declared the winner. 


To the everlasting crodit of Mr. DeVincinzo, he accepted the decision without complaining 
or protesting. This is positive evidence of his stature as a sportsman. His comment acknowl- 
edged that he knew what the rules were and that he accepted without criticism the dicision of the 
officials. The action and comment of the owner of Dancer’s Image were evidence that he is less 
of a sportsman. In his opinion, the rule which disqualified his horse should not have applied in this 
instance. However, even though a drug was being used, none of the horse’s handlers 


voluntarily brought it to the attention of the irack officials. None protested the regulation of 
which they were aware. 


Administrators of athletic programs everywhere must have been interested in the reaction 
to the rulings in these two situations. Both rule provisicns are of longstanding. They have been 
adopted on the basis of experience for the purpose of conducting the competition fairly. 

It is imperative that all competition have procedural standards. It is necessary that 
competitors know oxactly what these standards are prior to the time the competition begins. 


We do not know whether the rules in question are necessary, or desirable. We assume that 
they aie. They involve technical matters, but the record does not indicate any protest of either 
of them before the contests began. If they are undesirable regulations, they should be al- 
tered but the alteration must take place before the competition and not after there has been an 
infraction. 


The most familiar situation in which a winner was announced and the decision was later 
changed was that of Jim Thorpe of the United States, who was first declared decathlon champion 
of the 1912 Olympic Games. Later it was revealed that Thorpe had been paid for playing base- 
ball. Because of the acceptance of pay for athletic participation, the International Olympic 
Committee considered Jim Thorpe a professional and rescinded the honors he had won. Natural- 
ly, there was much sympathy for Mr. Thorpe. However, the Olympic rules have always re- 
quired that the competitors be amateurs. 


Undoubtedly those who competed against Mr. Thorpe had abided by the amateur standing. 
If the Olympic Committee had ignored the professional status of Mr. Thorpe, others, who had 
professionalized themselves and, as a result of it been denied an opportunity to participate in 
the Olympic Games, would have been treated unfairly. 


We were ititerested in the comment of some sportswriters following the disqualification 
Mr. DeVincinzo and Dancer’s Image. We were inieresied in the sportswriters’ reaction to the 
application of the rules. Sportswriters, very few if any of whom have a responsibility in the 
administratior of competitive programs, traditionally find it much easier to criticize than be 
constructive. Many of them had a field day commenting. A considerable number indicated that 
the winners were robbed of their just reward by what they termed “a technicality”. The 
sophisticated comment was “fine print technicalities are for lawyers, not for athletes’. One 
suggested, “Let's settle championships by car against car, golfer against golfer and horse against 
horse’. We wonder if this means that there would be no standards at all and upon what 
basis could there be a golf match or a race? 


Self-proclaimed critics seem to be unable to preceive that standards are absolutely necessary 
and tnat without standards winners are determined on the basis of might makes right. We believe 
that the participants who feel the effect of the rule know best if it is desirable. We are cer- 
tain that the administrators of athletic events most certainly want to have the very finest com- 
petition possible and that they are much better able to establish desirable standards than 
those who have no responsibility in the conduct of the event. 


National and state organizations charged with administering rules are always considered 
fair game. The proper discharge of their responsibilities requires courage and fortitude. The 
dignity of the program can be maintained only if the standards are high and if adherence to them 
is consistent. Athletic administration calls for strong leadership. Harry Truman‘s contention, 
“Those who can’t stand the heat should stay out of the kitchen” certainly applies to those who 
administer competitive athletic programs.

3. A complete schedule of games with site 
and date could be developed and released 
to the news media for significant and 
accurate publicity. Much criticism is 
aimed at the PIAA simply because of this 
lack of communication and accurate in- 
formation. 


4. Experienced personnel, which handle 
Regional and Final games, could be 
utilized which would give consistency to 
management and control of all play-off 
games involving schools from more than 
one district.

Ruling: If R1 partially blocked the 
kick near the kicker and R2 was NEAR 
THE KICKER at the time the kick was 
touched, there would be no foul as the 
result of contact by R2, unless th 


contact was intentionally rough. 


Comment: The defense is obligated to 
avoid the kicker whenever possible. In 
any situation, if the defense is to be ex 
cused for contacting the kicker as the 
result of touching the kick, the ball 
must be touched near the spot of the 
kick. No member of the defense can 
touch the ball in the line-of-scrimmage 
and then charge into the kicker and be 
exempt from the foul for roughness, 
Another guideline, the defensive player 
may not, even after the ball has been 
touched, stop and then renew his charge 
into the kicker, nor may he change his 
direction after the ball is touched so 
he charges into the kicker. Touching the 
ball is in itself not a license to charge 
the kicker. The rule governing this 
situation has been written so as to not 
penalize the defensive player who has 
made an honest endeavor to block the 
kick and who has either succeeded or 
very nearly succeeded in doing so and 
finds himself in such a position that he 
cannot avoid the kicker as the results 
of his efforts. The rule does not specify 
that only the player who blocks the kick 
is excused from contacting the kicker, 
rather the rule states: “When the de- 
fense blocks. . . |.”

Rule 10-A, Section 7 (second sentence) 
Coaches shall remain seated on the bench at 
all times during the game, with the following 
exceptions: 

a. During a charged timeout, coaches may 
leave the bench to confer with players 
at or near the bench. 

b. In case of an injury, coaches may leave 
the bench to ald injured player, provided 
they are beckoned by an official. 

. During an intermission, coaches may 
leave the bench to attend their squads, 
. Requesting a prevention or rectification of 
correctable error as specified under Rule 

5, Section 8, Item 4. (Responds to the 
scorer's signal to grant a coach's request 

that a correctable error be prevented or 
rectified, Such a request shall be pre- 
sented while the ball is dead and the 
clock is stopped. The appeal to the 

official shall be presented at the scorer’s 
table when a coach of each team may be 
present.) 

If the coach leaves the bench at any other 
time during the game, he shall be assessed with 
a technical foul, 

It is mandatory that the coach remove 
himself from the gymnasium following the 
third technical foul assessed him during the 
game.

START CONTESTS ON TIME 


School administrators, athletic diree- 
tors, and coaches should organize their 
program so that athletic contests start 
at the scheduled time. Officials have 
been requested to be at the game well 
in advance of the starting time. 

Although the preliminary ceremonies 
are an important part of the school ac- 
tivity program, they should be planned 
to permit the contest to take place at 
the scheduled time. 

In basketball, the crowd is there pri- 
marily to see the first team contest, and 
all preliminaries should be scheduled 
early enough to allow this contest to 
start as advertised. 


ROPER UNIFORM FOR OFFI- 
CIALS IS IMPORTANT PIAA 


REGULATION 

The PIAA Constitution and the Offi- 
cials’ Guide outline the rules and regu- 
lations pertaining to officials. 

One of the regulations is the require- 
ment that officials working at PIAA con- 
tests be dressed in the proper, prescribed 
PIAA uniform. 

Principals and officials should report 
any Official who appears in a uniform 
which violates the regulation.

NTERSCHOLASTIC SWIMMING 
RULES

Rule iI, Section la—The water temper- 
e should be between 76 and 80 de- 
es Fahrenheit for competition. 


Rule II, Section 8b—Firm starting 

ps flush with the end of the pool no 
\igher than 30 inches must be provided 
backstroke starts.

Rule II, Section 4b—Some type of over- 
head pennants must be provided 15 feet 
from each end of the pool and seven feet 
above the water surface for the benefit 
of the backstroke contestants. 


Rule III, Section 1cd—At the starters 
discretion, he may order the contestants 
to “stand up” any time prior to the 
discharge of the pistol. This allows the 
contestant to stand up or step off the 
block. Any contestant entering the 
water shall be charged with a false start. 

Rule VII, Section 3c—A new method 
of seeding and lane assignment has been 
adopted. 

Rule IX, Section 1—Record times will 
be recognized for performances by the 
contestant who swims the first leg of a 
relay race which is a regular part of 
such an approved meet only if the coach 
makes arrangements in advance with the 
referee. 

Rule XI, Section 1—For each cham- 
pionship contest there shall be a diving 
referee, not more than ten judges and 
a secretary. In dual competition one 
diving referee and three judges are re- 
quired. 


Rule XII, Section le—It shall be con- 
sidered a failed dive if the diver falls 
into the water prior to assuming the 
starting position. 

Diagrams and dimensions for recom- 
mended diving facilities are to appear 
in the Swimming Guide immediately 
following the Springboard Diving Table. 


MAJOR CHANGES IN INTER- 
SCHOLASTIC WRESTLING 
FOR 1968-69 


Rule 3, Section 1: Two 1-inch lines, 
3 feet long and 12 inches apart, shall 
be placed in the center of the circle on 
the mat. 


Section 2a: Defines the specifications 
of the shirt requirements to comply with 
the illustration in the book. 


Section 2d: Requires the contestants to 
be clean shaven and well groomed. In- 
cludes a recommendation that long hair 
be discouraged in the interest of safety 
and good health habits. 


_ Section 3: Requires the use of headgear 
in all competition beginning with the 
1969-70 season. 


THE PA’THLETE 


Section 2: Strongly recommended by 
the rules committee that individual state 
associations utilize an effective weight 
control program which will involve the 
parents, family physician, competitor and 
coach. 


Rule 6: Conduct of tournaments. This 
section is rewritten and rearranged to 
include tournament guide-lines for those 
charged with the duties of administering 
tournaments. Sp2cific situations are cov- 
ered in this section. 


Rule 7, Section 5: All consolation 
matches during interscholastic tourna- 
ments shall be 5 minutes in length, con- 
sisting of one 1-minute and two 2-minute 
periods. 


Rule 8, Section 1: The starting position 
on the mat has been revised. The new 
starting position of the offensive wrestler 
requires only one knee be on the mat. 
The new start is similar to the traditional 
position, but does give the offensive man 
more mobility. Pictures of the new 
position will be included in the 1969 
edition of the rules book. 


Section 2: Provides that the use of time 
advantage will be optional (by state 
association adoption) during the 1968-69 


season. 


Rule 9, Section 3: Includes a recom- 
mended tournament scoring chart indi- 
cating the point values given for scoring 
different places during tournaments. 


Rule 10, Section 2: Provides the penal- 
ty for flagrant unsportsmanlike conduct 
shall be removal from the premises for 
the duration of a dual meet or for a 
tournament session. 


Section 5: Stipulates that the time used 
in searching for contact lenses shall be 
counted as part of the time allowed for 
injury. 


Section 7a: Whenever a_ defensive 
wrestler stands up while the offensive 
wrestler has a scissors hold, wrestling 
will continue. The situation is considered 
potentially dangerous. 


Section 9d: Provides that the contest- 
ant in the advantage position on the mat 
shall make an honest attempt to wrestle 
aggressively in maintaining control and 
attempting to secure a fall. 


Rule 11: The penalty chart has been 
completely revised to indicate that pen- 
alties for all violations are accumulative 
throughout the match. 


Rule 13, Section Ic: The officials’ uni- 
forms shall include black gym shoes. 


Interpretation: The procedure was 
adopted for rectifying an incorrect start 
of the third period. It provides that all 
points earned or time advantage gained 
during the third period will be discounted. 
Following a 1-minute rest, the third 
period will be restarted correctly and the 
period will be wrestled in its entirety. 
The correction must be made prior to 
the contestants leaving the mat.

time. The great pressure on the inter- 
Scholastic coach toward winning as the 
chief objective is definitely a detrimental 
factor to the entire physical education 
program. Due to this over-emphasis on 
winning, the interscholastic coach exerts 
pressure on the administration for more 
practice time, which in turn deprives 
the intramural program of the neces- 
sary time and facilities to meet the needs 
and interests of the majority of junior 
high school students, 


been the trend in many junior 


In addition, the pressure on the in- 
terscholastic coach to win overshadows 
the true objective of an interscholastic 
program at the junior high school level. 
If the objective is to form a foundation 
on which junior high schools can build 
winning teams, the greatest emphasis 
should be on the fundamentals of in- 
dividual and team play. However, a 
coach geared toward winning, due to 
outside pressure, can only be concerned 
with the best athletes he has at his 
disposal. As a result many potentially 
good athletes might be overlooked in 
practice sessions. As stated previously, 
this stress on winning has definitely be- 
come a detrimental factor to this ad- 
vanced learning phase of the physical ed- 
ucation program, since only a selected 
few of the participants are benefiting 
from special instruction by the coach. 
The specialization of sports is desirable 
for those students who have a higher 
level of athletic ability, but one should 


not lose sight of the fact that the in- 


terscholastic program should first be a 


learning situation in conjunction with the 


entire physical education program.
